Munguia, 10 Miles North- 
east of Basque Capital, 
Is Left in Ruins by 
Bombers—Edge of City 
Also Attacked. 


LOYALISTS FIGHT 
TO HOLD ROAD 


Government Rear Guards 
Put Up Barricades Along 
Highway From Durango 
After Retreat From 
Amorebieta. 


By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, French-Spanish fron- 
tier, May 19.—Insurgent bombers 
leveled the village of Munguia, 10 
miles northeast of Bilbao, today, 
just after Basque defenders had 
evacuated their field headquarters 


from it. An hour’s attack reduced 
the place to ruins. Stone buildings 
around the church were the main 
target. 

The planes also surveyed the Bil- 
bao defenses, and bombed the capi- 
tal’s outskirts heavily. 

Defenders of Bilbao backed down 
the main highway from Amorebieta 
fighting to keep Gen. Emilio 
Mola from splitting the De Callo 
line on which the Basque capital 
depends to stop the insurgents out- 
side of the city. 

Advices from the capital of the 
semi-autonomous Basque Repub- 
lic said its militiamen had set up 
a new front immediately behind the 
ruins of Amorebieta, at a _ point 
about eight miles east and slightly 
south of Bilbao. 

From the barricades across the 
Amorebieta road, rearguard militia- 
men tried to hold back Gen. Mola’s 
semi-motorized forces while the. 
main body of the Basques fell back 
to join reserves at Galdacano, cen- 
ter of the De Callo fortifications 
at the southeastern gates of the 
city. 

Basque commanders said Amore- 
bieta was a new “altar of sacrifice” 
for the defense of the republic. 
They said insurgent planes dropped 
incendiary bombs on the town, but 
insurgents asserted Amorebieta had 
been systematically fired and dyna- 
mited before the Basque withdrew. 

The insurgent forces moved 
around the devastated town, nine 
miles from Bilbao on the improved 
road from Durango, and seized it 
from its last few defenders in a 
torrential rain yesterday. 


The retreat was said by the 
Basques to have been orderly and 
to have been dictated by the neces- 
sity of strengthening Bilbao’s de- 
fenses at Galdacano and other 
towns south of the Biscargi Moun- 
tains. 

The Basque forces also fell back 
along a four-mile stretch of muddy 
road from Mount Biscargi in 
the central eastern sector. They 
held their ground against another 
wing of Gen. Mola’s army, north 
of Munguia, where Basque ma- 
chine-gunners had lofty emplace- 
ments in the Sollube Mountains. 
The insurgent forces there were re- 
ported to be mixed Italian and 
Spanish troops. 

The Basque Government ordered 
civilians to surrender all firearms, 
ammunition and explosive or incen- 
diary materials within 72 hours, ap- 
parently in the fear of an outbreak 
of anarchist terror if Gen. Mola 
penetrated the last line of trench 
fortifications.

NEUTRALITY BOARD T0 URGE

Appeal to Be Drawn Up at Next 
Meeting of Committee Next 
Monday.

LONDON, May 19.—The Interna- 
tional Non-Intervention Committee 
decided yesterday to ask both fac- 
tions in Spain’s civil war to aban- 
don “entirely the use of pombing 
from the air.” 

The belligerents also will be 
urged to “humanize” the war in 
other ways, though the commu- 
nique did not say how this was to 
be done. 

The appeal to the warring armies 
is to be drawn up for approval at 
the next meeting of the committee 
next Monday. 

As a result of the outcrry over 
the bombing of Guernica, sacred 
Basque city, where 800 persons 
were said to have been killed in in- 
surgent air raids, the British Gov- 
ernment had called attention of 
the subcommittee to the bombing 
of civilians in Spain. 

The subcommittee delegated sev-

Some 
gave up their children, but most 
of us clung to ours, saying we 
would rather be shot.” 

The women and children locked 
in the church were freed by a 
squad of Carlists who entered 
Amorebieta yesterday morning. 
Rescuers and rescued alike fled 
through machinegun fire from 
Basque snipers who held a hill on 
the Bilbao side of Amorebieta. A 
Basque tank had remained on duty 
in Amorebieta until yesterday 
morning and then fled with the last 
few Basques from the smoking 
town.

DEATH EXPECTANCY 
ISSUE IN ASTOR SUIT 


Nurse Says Lord Hated Doc- 
tors; Proud of Health Just 
Before the End. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 19.—Written 
testimony that Viscount William 
Waldorf Astor, whose rule for long 
life was “to kill my doctor,” did 
not expect to die when he estab- 
lished a $46,000,000 trust fund in 
1919 was offered yesterday in the 
hearing of a suit to recover estate 


taxes collected on the fund. 

Lord Astor himself hated taxes 
more than disease. “When whoop- 
ing cough is done,” he once wrote 
his 8-year-old grandson, “you are 
through with it, but the super-tax 
always turns up again.” 

The tax suit here was brought by 
Major John Jacob Astor and the 
present Viscount, protesting against 
the Government’s collection of $10,- 
825,721.68 in estate taxes, which 
with interest would now amount to 
about $20,000,000. 

The trust fund was established 
Aug. 15, 1919, with the transfer of 
New York real estate to the 
Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. The 
Viscount died Oct. 18, 1919, at the 
age of 71. 

William Stanley, special assistant 
to the Attorney-General, told fthe 
jury that a déed of trust is consid- 
ered under law as having been 
made in contemplation if death 
occurs within two years of the exe- 
cution of the deed. 

But, Lord Astor did not antic- 
ipate death or think he was seri- 
ously ill, said Mrs. Mary Louise Jef- 
freys of South Kensington, Eng- 
land, in a deposition read into the 
record. Mrs. Jeffreys was the Vis- 
counts’ nurse. 

Lord Astor, who suffered from 
attacks of gout and rheumatism, 
died of a ruptured blood vessel in 
his stomach. 

He “hated doctors,” said Mrs. 
Jeffreys. 

In a letter to his grandson, Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor, who was then 
8 the Viscount wrote in 1917: “I 
have had a giass of red wine at 
, noon since I was 7 years old and 
my children the same. I credit to 
ithe use of stimulants a long and 


healthful life. 
| “My other rule for a long life 
is to kill my doctor.” 

Later in the year, he wrote: “I 
spent a week with a barrel of oys- 
ters and a turkey.” And in the next 
spring, he recorded: “At lunch I 
drank a bottle of champagne, had 
a Benedictine and smoked two 
cigars. In order to prevent the 
cigars making me thirsty, I sipped 
a brandy and soda.” 

Then, a little more than a month 
before his death, Lord Astor wrote: 
“I hope if you live to be 71 you 
may be no worse off in health than 
I am now.”

SENATOR BILBO'S WIFE 
TESTIFIES HE LEFT HER 


She Denies Charge of Deser- 
tion at Trial of His 
Divorce Suit. 


By the Associated Press. 
POPLARVILLE, Miss., May 19.— 


Law books displaced testimony to- 


day in the trial of United States 
Senator Theo G. Bilbo’s divorce suit 
in Pearl River County Chancery 
Court. 

Counsel for Bilbo consumed the 
morning session in arguing that the 
case be tried in this court. Chan- 
cellor Ben Stevens then recessed 
court until afternoon when defense 
arguments were to be made. 

Both Bilbo and his ex-school 
teacher wife, whom he married 34 
years ago, aired their grievances 
from the stand yesterday. 

“So many times he lived with 
someone else—for a year—and re- 
turned,” Mrs. Bilbo testified. She 
said that since he abandoned her 
during his second term as Governor 
from 1928 to 1932 “he hasn’t come 
back.” 

“The house is there in Jackson, 
Miss.,” she said. “I’m still wait- 
ing.” 

The Senator testified, however, 
that his wife left him. 

The case was Opened yesterday at 
a hearing on motions before Chan- 
cellor Stevens. The afternoon was 
devoted to argument over jurisdic- 
tion of the court. 

Earl Brewer, counsel for Mrs. 
Bilbo and Governor of Mississippi 
from 1912 to 1916, when Bilbo was 
Lieutenant-Governor, argued the 
case should not be tried in the 
Pearl River court as she and Bil- 
bo had established a residence in 
Jackson in 1923 and that she was 
living there now. 

Bilbo contended he built a house 
in Jackson as an “investment” and 
lived there several years to fur- 
ther his campaign for Governor in 
1927 but that he had always been 
a resident of Pearl River County. 

Bilbo’s petition for divorce 
charged “habitual, cruel and in- 
human treatment.” Mrs. Bilbo, in 
her answer and cross-bill, denied 
his allegations. She is seeking tem- 
porary alimony, attorney's fees, a 
legal separation and at least one- 
third of his salary.

CHUM A STATE WITNESS 
IN GIRL'S MURDER TRIAL 


On Stand Against Young 
Woman Who Is Charged 
With Killing Mother. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 19.— 
Two high school pals faced each 
other in court today, one on trial 
for her life, accused of murdering 
her mother with a hatchet, the 
other a State’s witness. 

Doris French, the chum to whom 
Gladys MacKnight fled one night 
last July when Mrs. Helen Mac- 
Knight was killed in her kitchen, 
testified in the trial of her 17-year- 
old friend and Donald Wightman, 
18. 

She said her chum came into her 
home, “buried her face in her 
hands” and “was crying very hard.” 

She glanced twice at Miss Mac- 
Knight while she was on the wit- 
ness stand but their eyes never 
met. 

Mrs. Doris French, mother of 
Miss French, testified that Miss 
MacKnight and Wightman came to 
her house after the killing and the 
girl rushed upstairs shouting 
“Doris, Doris.” 

“I asked her what was the mat- 
ter,” Mrs. French said. “She said, 
‘Don’t let Donald come upstairs. I 
don’t want to see him. I don’t ever 
want to see him again.’” She said 
the girl called downstairs not to let 
“Donald have the car.” 

The testimony that she tried to 
keep Wightman from fleeing was 
the first given thus far in the girl's 
favor. 

In purported confessions made 
to Bayonne police and admitted 
yesterday as evidence, Miss Mac- 
Knight and Wightman told how 
they went to Miss French’s house 
after the killing, before starting 
the automobile ride that ended 
with their arrest in Jersey City. 

Miss MacKnight and Wightman 
were quoted in the alleged confes- 
sions as saying he held Mrs. Mac- 
Knight while the girl killed her 
with a hatchet after a quarrel be- 
cause the mother “wouldn’t hurry 
dinner” so the young people could 
play tennis. 

“Did you try to stop Gladys from 
killing her?” the statement quoted 
a policeman as asking Wightman. 

“No. It wouldn’t have been any 
use,.and I was slightly under the 
weather,” was his purported an- 
swer. 

Judge Thomas F. Meaney admit- 
ted the two statements with the 
ruling that neither was binding on 
the other defendant. 

Defense counsel, fighting inde 
pendently to save the young pair 
from the electric chair, indicated 
in cross-examination of police they 
would try to show the alleged con- 


fessions were obtained under due

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DEPUTY SHERIFE'S AGE 
CALLED INTO QUESTION 


John Kelly, Son of Democratic 
Committeeman, Not Eli- 
gible if Not 21. 


The qualifications of John Kelly, 
a deputy sheriff, and son of Walter 
A. Kelly, blind lawyer, and Demo- 
cratic city committeeman of the 


Eleventh Ward, are being investi- 
gated by Sheriff James J. Fitzsim- 
mons on information that John 
Kelly is not yet 21 years old and is 
therefore ineligible to hold the job, 
which pays $145 a month. 

Fitzsimmons said to a reporter 
of the Post-Dispatch today that if 
Kelly were found to be under age, 
he would be discharged. He re- 
called that when Kelly was appoint- 
ed recently, replacing his uncle, 
Emil J. Rachota, who was elected 
Alderman of the Eleventh Ward in 
April, he was doubtful about Kelly 
being 21, because of his youthful 
appearance but was assured by both 
Kelly and his father, the commit- 
teeman, that he was over 21. 

Checking the records in the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter found that 
John Kelly, son of Walter A. and 
Mary Rachota Kelly, was born Dec. 
28, 1916, which would make him 
now a little more than 20 years old. 
Mrs. Kelly’s maiden name was 
Mary Rachota. She is a member 
of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee. 

Asked about the matter and told 
what the birth records showed, 
Committeeman Kelly said: “He’s of 
age. I'll see you later about that. 
There must be some mistake.” 

Records of the Efficiency Board 
show that another son of Commit- 
teeman Kelly, Joseph Kelly, was 
employed by the Assessor’s office in 
1933, but was discharged June 1, 
1934, when he was found to be only 
19. He is now employed as a 
Deputy Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue. 

Committeeman Kelly originally 
filed for the Democratic nomination 
for Alderman of his ward this 
spring, but when some residents of 
the ward objected because he al- 
ready was committeeman and was 
seeking another office, he with- 
drew, and Rachota, his brother-in- 
law, filed in his place. His politi- 
cal opponents in the ward have 
charged that his practice of obtain- 
ing jobs for his relatives created 
such dissension among the Demo- 
crats in the ward that Oliver T. 
Remmers, Republican nominee for 
Mayor, carried the ward in the mu-

The crip-| 
pled Ranger was towed to Newport, | 
and Vanderbilt, aboard his power 
yacht, Vara, left her there and came 
up the bay to MHerreshoff Yards 
here to see what arrangements 
could be made for a temporary rig. 
With some 30 feet of mast still 
standing, Ranger was towed from 
Marblehead by Vara. Her small 
tender, Bystander, picked her up 
from Vara off Fort Wetherill and 
Vara went up the bay. Aboard 
Vara with Vanderbilt were W. 
Starling Burgess and Olin J. 
Stephens, co-designers of Ranger; 
Rod Stephens, who also has had a 
hand in her design and rigging, and 
Sam Wakeman, who supervised the 


yacht’s construction at Bath. The 
last two were aboard Vara during 
the fateful night’s tow in which 
Ranger lost her stick. 

Interviewed aboard Vara, Van- 
derbilt said that the aluminum 
company had started getting out 
plates for a duplicate mast Satur- 
day, within a few hours of the 
time the dismasted Ranger was 
towed into Marblehead, and _ that 
within a month the spar would be 
in Ranger. 


Another Spar Available. 


Meanwhile, Vanderbilt has an 
older duralumin mast here at Her- 
reshoff’s—Rainbow’s 1934 spar—

About 11 o’clock, Stephens said, 
those aboard Vara heard a clank- 
ing from the yacht, towing a hun- 
dred fathoms astern, indicating 
that some gear aloft was banging 
against the mast, and they saw 
flashlights being played on the 
spar and rigging. 

Some time later a flare was seen 
burning on Ranger. Vara stopped 
and the sloop ranged up alongside. 
Capt. Monsell reported that the 
upper port rigging had gone. They 
were well at sea then, and the only 
thing to do was keep going for the 
nearest port, which was Gloucester. 
The wind had gone, but the yacht 
was rolling heavily in the swell and 
the upper part of the mast was 
whipping several feet out of line 
every time she rolled. Shortly a 
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southeast wind, about 20 neve 
strength, sprang up, bringing a con- 
fused sea which made it impossi- 
ble for the men aboard Vara to get 
aloft or make any effort to save 
the remaining rigging. 

Gradual Disintegration. 
From then on it was a process of 
gradual disintegration. The whip- 
ping of the mast loosened the turn- 
buckles of the remaining rigging 
and the clanging aloft became 
deafening as metal banged against 
metal. Daylight showed the mast 
still standing, but with no support 
from the rigging above the lower 
shrouds. The crew still had the 
staysail on her, partly to steady 
her against the roll and partly to 
make sure that, if the mast did go, 
it would fall to leeward and clear 
the vessel. Two men remained on 
Ranger’s deck, one of them at the 
wheel. The rest of the crew were 
below preparing for the struggle 
they knew would come. Stephens 
estimates that just before the mast 
went Ranger was rolling 20 de- 
grees and that the masthead was 
whipping another 45 degrees, going 
almost parallel with the water lee- 
ward. 

Yacht’s Narrow Escape. 
When it finally went the spar 
still was held to the hull by several 
remaining pieces of the rigging 
which were too tough and hard to 
be cut by ordinary means. Once 
the butt of the broken mast hit the 
ship, but then it sank, saving her 
from being stove and sunk on the 
spot. The crew, under Capt. George 
Monsell’s direction, stil] had a job 
to do, and, working while waves at 
times swept the deck waist high, 
they unbolted the rigging piece by 
piece and freed Ranger from the 
hampering tangle that might have 
caused more complete disaster. 
Within an hour after the mast 
went, it was free ahd sinking to 
the bottom in 60 fathoms, and Vara 
took up the tow again, bound for 
Marblehead.

Another call, it was shown, 
was made Feb. 14 by a “Mr. White.” 
The defense previously conced- 
ed that the signature of “Albert 
White” on a New York hotel’s reg- 


ister for several days during this 
period was that of Ellis Parker Jr. 
The Government contends young 
Parker made the phone calls at- 
tributed to “Mr. Albert” and “Mr. 
White” in reference to the seizure 
of Wendel in New York and his 
subsequent torture in Brooklyn.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 19.— 
Chairman Philip Murray of the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee charged today Republic Steel 
Corporation had sent its private 
police heads into nearby Aliquippa 
“to interfere” with the collective 
bargaining election of Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corporation workers 
tomorrow. 

Murray said seven Republic po- 
lice and plant officers and 30 
“thugs” of what he called the “gas 
pipe gang” of the corporation were 

‘concentrated in the steel town to 
“break up the election by force and 
intimidation.” 

“So bad has this situation grown 
that I was compelled to turn over 
the information to the Governor of 

- Pennsylvania and to the Federal 

~ Government,” he continued. “There 
are now in Aliquippa secret opera- 
tives from both governments.” 

The union’s charges were made 

-on the eve of the largest election. 
: yet held by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, which was agreed to 
last week by Jones & Laughlin in 
- ending a 36-hour strike at its plants 
‘in Aliquippa and Pittsburgh. Re- 
-gults of the election will determine 
whether the union is to represent 
all of the company’s 27,000 workers 
_gs the exclusive collective bargain- 
ing agency. 

Republic Has Refused Contract. 

Republic and Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube Co. have refused to sign 4 
written contract with the union and 
announced yesterday they would 
shut down their plants, affecting 
79,000 workers, if the union called 
a strike against them. 

Murray named the men He said 
were sent to Aliquippa. 

“T further charge that practically 
every man I have named was at 
one time on the police force of 
Jones & Laughlin.Steel Corporation 
or employed in the mills of that 
corporation at Aliquippa. 

“It is a strange situation when 
an ‘outside’ steel company sends its 
police and thugs into the home 
town of another steel company. 
Such information must have been 
known to officers of Jones & 
Laughlin.” 

Companies Deny Charges. 

Jones & Laughlin issued a state- 
ment in reply, denying the corpora- 
tion .was involved “in any attempt 
to wreck the election.” 

At Cleveland, the Republic. Cor- 
poration said in a statement that 
“a few trained observers have been 
in Aliquippa in view of newspaper 

reports carrying threats of a strike 
against Republic.” 

“The Jones & Laughlin election,” 
the statement said, “is the first one 
involving a major steel company, 
and we naturally wish to observe 
events at first hand.” It said the 
men were “reputable citizens and 
reputable employes of Republic,” 
and denied they were sent to in- 
terfere with the election. 

Murray Modifies Demand. 

Murray, right-hand lieutenant 
of John L. Lewis, yesterday 
told the Crucible Steel Co. of Amer- 
ica, which employs 18,000 men in its 
plants, that he would agree to a 
contract similar to the one signed 
last March with subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel Corporation,

All 
the amendments were voted down 
by the House as quickly as_ they 
were introduced. 

Motions and Bickering. 

After Lauf had presented four 
amendments from his seemingly 
inexhaustible supply, Representa- 
tive William B. Weakley of Pike 
County moved that the bill be 
placed on third reading and final 

e in an effort to cut off 
further delay by Lauf. Represen- 
tative Francis Smith of St. Joseph 
then secured recognition and im- 
mediately made a motion for the 
previous question, which normally 
compels an immediate vote on 
final passage. 

Although that motion is, ,under 
the rules, undebatable, Lauf was 
recognized under a point of per- 
sonal privilege by Representative 
‘Dick Dale, Speaker pro tem, who 
was presiding in the absence of 
Speaker Christy. 

Frequent objections were raised 
when Lauf spoke at length against

Ambassador Lindsay Says 
Return England Would Favor 
American Farmer. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 19.—Sir Ron- 
ald Lindsay, British Ambassador to 
the United States, said today Great 
Britain was willing to assure the 
American farmer of 
treatment” in British markets in 
return for a reduction in the United 
States tariff on goods from the 
United Kingdom. 

He spoke at a luncheon in observ- 
ance of “National Foreign Trade 
Week,” not, he said, “as a diplo- 
mat,” but “as the commercial rep- 
resentative ofg country which does 
the largest t?ade with the United 
States—in other words, as your best 
customer.” 

Sir Ronald said ,he “earnestly 
hoped” a reciprocal trade agree- 
ment, now in the course of negotia- 
tion, would be concluded between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

Quoting 1935-1936.figures to show 
that the United Kingdom bought 
United States merchandise valued 
at $886,000,000 and sold only $328,- 
000,000 worth in this country—a dif- 
ference of $558,000,000—Sir Ronald 
said: “No country should be afraid 
of imports which it needs and for 
which it can pay. Ina long trading 
experience, the United Kingdom has 
become familiar with a permanent 
excess of imports as a.net gain 
rather than a net loss of national 
wealth, as a sign of a rising and 
not a falling standard of living.” 

The Argentine Ambassador, Felile 
A. Espil, said that Argentina’s ex- 
change affecting United States ex- 
ports to .hat country might be elim- 
inated if a reciprocal trade pact be- 
tween the two nations is signed. 

Francis B. Sayre, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, said that if the 
world is to be saved from war, gov-

DISQUALIFY SELF 


Calls Charge of Prejudice 


Against Him in Kansas 
City Vote Fraud Cases 
‘Absurd.’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 19. ~ 


United States District Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis, “who has been subject- 
ed to systematic intimidation since 
the beginning of the series of vote 
fraud trials here, today denied an- 


other attempt to disqualify him 
from presiding at future trials. 
Characterizing affidavits of person- 
al prejudice by defendants in four 
trials, the first of which docketed 
June 21, as “too absurd to merit 
argument,” Judge Otis delivered a 
scathing rebuke to the method em- 
ployed in an attempt to prevent 
him from presiding at the trial. 

The Judge referred to his opinion 
of last March 9, in which he denied 
a similar attempt to disqualify him. 
He expressed surprise mandamus 
proceedings were not instituted 
against him, invited them. 

Judge Otis said, in a written opin- 
ion: “Once more, however, I sug- 
gest that before trials, counsel rep- 
resentiing -the defendants-affiants 
present the question of sufficiency 
of the affidavits to the Court of Ap- 
peals in mandamus proceedings or 
in a mandamus proceeding. 

“I do more than suggest such a 
course—I urge that course upon 
learned counsel for these defend- 
ants affiants. 

“I not only urge that course upon 
them, I appeal to them as officers 
of this court, as honorable and up- 
right members of the bar, to whom 
mere strategy sometimes is indis- 
tinguishable from pettifoggery, to 
submit the question raised to the 
appellate tribunal now before 
trials, rather than after trials. I 
can think of only one possible rea- 
son for any other course and that 
reason, while it would explain an- 
other course, cannot justify it.” 

Judge Otis emphasized it was 
an onerous task to try the cases 
but said “it would be shameful” if 
he were to dodge his duty. 

‘The Judge pointed out¢that the 
circumstanves of the Federa] Court 
dockets are such that if he was to 
disqualify himself the fraud cases 
might not come to trial “at least 
not without great inconvenience to 


other Judges.”

BLOWS AT THE PACKING PLAN. 

If the case against the President’s court-packing 
plan needed any further element of strength, that 
element has been supplied by the announcement of 
Judge Willis Van Devanter that he will retire at the 
end of the present Supreme Court term. 

Thus, in the normal course of events—for Justice 
Van Devanter had contemplated retirement, on ac- 
count of his advanced age, for some time—President 
Roosevelt is given the opportunity hitherto denied 
him to make an appointment to the Supreme bench. 
As we have before pointed out, in all human proba- 
bility—even though his bill to enlarge the court 
be beaten—other such opportunities, through deaths 
or retirements, will arise before the end of his term, 
But even if fate decrees he shal! fill but the one va- 
cancy, he will have been able, in the special circum- 
stances that exist today, to exert a tremendous influ- 
ence. This on the assumption, of course, that his 
appointee will join the so-called liberal wing of the 
court and thereby reduce to three the wing that has 
consisted of Justices Van Devanter, McReynolds, 
Sutherland and Butler. 

The retirement of Justice Van Devanter, after a 
service that has brought well-earned encomiums from 
the Chief Justice, demonstrates anew, as Senator 
Wheeler has said, “the utter foolishness of the pro- 
posal to pack the court.” 

In view of that retirement, in view also of the re- 
cent court decisions permitting a wide range of leg- 
islative action—such decisions as those momentous 
ones in the Wagner Act and the Washington mini- 
mum-wage cases—President Roosevelt should aban- 
don his court-packing scheme. There was never any 
justification for it in morals; if there was ever. 
any ground for it in expediency, from the New Deal 
point of view, that ground has been cut away. 

If the President now goes forward with his plan, 
he will convict himself of seeking a court of puppets, 
willing, at his behest, to read meanings into the Con- 
stitution that not even the most advanced exponents 


of the court can find there.

THE BIGGEST JOKER. 

Although the increase from 1 to 2 per cent in the 
sales tax will add some $15,000,000 to the State’s rev- 
enues in the present biennium, the end of the two 
years will find Missouri in the red to the tune of 
more than $10,000,000. Such is the present outlook. 

This is because there is a contemplated increase of 
$29,150,000 in expenditures—divided as follows: old- 
age pensions, $15,000,000; retroactive old-age pen- 
sions, $4,000,000; aid to dependent children, $4,000,- 
000; new State cancer hospital, $500,000; new State 
office building, $750,000; new penal and eleemosy- 
nary institutions, $900,000. 

On paper, the increases seem necessary, desirable 
or excusable, depending on the point of view. But 
they contain at least one huge joker, more responsible 
than anything else for the unbalanced condition of 
the State’s finances. We refer to the fact that Mis- 
souri in the coming two years plans to spend approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 for old-age pensions, to which will 
be added an equal amount from the Federal Govern- 
ment, or a total of $40,000,000. 

This sum of money will provide $20 a month for 
some 70,000 persons over the age of 70, who are sup- 
posedly without any other means of support. This 
means that approximately one out of every two per- 
sons over 70 in the tenth richest State in the Union 
are so poverty-stricken as to become public charges, 
Of course, no such condition obtains.

Civil Liberties Union gives views of opponents and defenders of labor tactic; former

A Statement by the National Committee of the American Civil Liberties Union. 


HE new tactic followed by both strikers 
T ana the unemployed in occupying places 

of employment and public offices ag a 
form of protest and pressure raises ques- 
tions on which the champions of civil rights 
are sharply divided. The .various argu- 
ments are here set forth in order to indi- 
cate the complex character of the issue 
and to define the relation of the American 
Civil Liberties Union to it. 

Many of our friends dismiss all these sit- 
down and stay-in strikes as a simple issue 
of trespass, involving only property rights, 
with which the American Civil Liberties 
Union is not concerned. But a contrary 
view is expressed by many that other is- 
sues than trespass are involved. 

They point out that when the unemployed 
occupy public relief offices or legislative 
halls, they are exercising what seem to 
them to be rights of access to a public place 
with which their interests are vitally con- 
cerned, They point out further that when 
sit-down strikers have occupied plants only 
during their working hours, repeating the 
tactic on subsequent days, no issue of tres- 
passe has been raised and no process of law 
has yet been invoked. 

The main issue arises, of course, when 
strikers continue to occupy plants after 
working hours. Injunctions have been is- 
sued against them. Arrests have been made 
for trespass. Legislative proposals attempt 
to make such forms of trespass felonies or 
go further by making failure to give several 
days’ notice to strike a crime. 

Threats are frequently made of the use 
of private violence or of the military power 
of the state to eject such strikers. Issues 
of civi] liberty are obviously involved in 
some of these methods. 

Occupation of company property by strik- 
ing workers raises highly debatable ques- 
tions in a field in which public policy is 
obviously yet to be determined. Sit-down 
strikers usually maintain that they are “not 
sitting on company property, they are sit- 
ting on their jobs,” and assert a “property 
interest” in their jobs. 

They liken the procedure to a form of 
picketing, maintaining that the law once 


held both picketing and trade unions to be 
illegal, and arguing that the law may come 
around to recognition under given circum- 
stances of their right to remain peacefully 
at their places of work. How far the law 
may hold that labor relations are subject to 
public regulation and therefore whether 
such a tactic might be recognized in any 
circumstances is still, of course, a matter 
of speculation. 

Contrary arguments are commonly ad- 
vanced against the tactic on grounds which 
in principle have some relation to the dem- 
ocratic process. It is pointed out that the 
sit-down tactic enables a minority of work- 
ers to deny rights to a majority and that, 
in a public service industry, a small minor- 
ity may cripple service essential to a whole 
community. They point out further that 
the tactic may be used by irresponsible ele- 
ments against trade unions themselves, 

The chief concern of the Civil Liberties 
Union in relation to industrial conflict is 
to keep open the processes of discussion 
and negotiation as against coercion and vio- 
lence. That is the heart of the civil lib- 
erties doctrine. 

The Civil Liberties Union has always op- 
posed use of force or violence in industrial 
conflict on the side of employers or strik- 
ers and the use of excessive force by public 
authorities in making arrests. It is not al- 
ways easy to draw the line between reason- 
able and unreasonable use of the power of 
the police, and each set of circumstances 
must therefore be judged separately. Ordi- 
narily, ways can be found to enforce the law 
without paying the price of bloodshed for 
such tactics ag the peaceful occupation of 
places of employment. 

It is obviously in the pyblic interest to 
have the conflict between labor and capital 
handled by the process of discussion and ne- 
gotiation rather than complicated by hasty 
and ill-advised use of the power of the police, 

The Civil Liberties Union will act only to 
keep open the channels of organization and 
negotiation, to maintain intact the right to 
strike and in particular cases to protest and 
take action against unnecessary force or 
violence, by whomever employed.

JERE is probably no surer way of being 
convicted of abysmal and hopeless ig- 
norance than by pretending to know some- 
thing about the Basques. Some of the world’s 
most painstaking scholars have spent life- 
times discovering to their own gatisfaction 
that the Basques and their peculiar language 
were once akin to the Hamitic Berber, Egyp- 
tian and Ethiopian strains and dialects, only 
to be hooted into oblivion by those who have 
expended equal scholarship on proving that 
physically and linguistically the Basques 
are an offshoot of the Ural-Altaic Tartars 
who swept across Europe in neolithic times, 
Really great scholars have lavighed years 
of study on the evidences in Roman inscrip- 
tions that modern Basque (otherwise Eskua- 
ra) was the language of the Iberians, only to 
be found ridiculous by great bodies of schol- 
ars of equal authority.

In effect, it en- 
dows the Commissioner of Licenses 
permanently with the emergency 
power he exercised against bur- 
lesque. Under this bill, he can 
close any theater, burlesque or le- 
gitimate, and prohibit any perform- 
ance at his own personal discre- 
tion. * 

Whereas, under the existing law, 
there must be a conviction in a 
court before a license can be re- 
voked, under the Dunnigan law the 
license can be revoked until a court 
decides that the performance does 
not violate the law. This is cen- 
sorship, the very thing which free 
men have fought against since Mil- 
ton wrote his famous tract on the 
licensing of printed matter. 

- . * 

The purposes of those who spon- 
sor the Dunnigan bill are no doubt 
excelfent. They are impressed with 
the scandal of burlesque. They are 
disheartened by the failure to reg- 
ulate it by lawful means. They 
are pleased with the immediate re- 
sults achieved by the arbitrary ac- 
tion of the commissioner. 

And so, thinking only of imme- 
diate needs and immediate results, 
they have enacted a law which 
legalizes arbitrary one-man author- 
ity over the American theater. They 
have enacted a law which in ef- 
fect deprives playwrights, actors, 
Managers, theater owners and 
audiences of their historic right 
not to be convicted and punished 
except in a court of law. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Dunnigan bill passed the Legisla- 
ture. It is, in other words, the ex- 
pression of the will of the majority 
of the elected representatives of the 
people. Under the theory recently 
enunciated by the President’s sup- 
porters in Washington, that ought 
to settle the issue. The majority 
of the Legislature should have the 
last word. 

Yet I am glad to observe that men 
who have been proclaiming the 
idea that there must be no limita- 
tions on the will of the majority in 
this Congress are now preparing to 
fight to the end, no doubt to the 
highest courts of appeal, against 
the will of the majority of this New 
York Legislature. (Gov. Lehman 
vetoed the bill today—Editor’s note.) 


Here in miniature, separated from 
any controversy between New Deal- 
ers and economic royalists, we have 
the essential issue on which those 
who are fighting the President’s 
court plan have made their stand. 
Here we can see how, when men be- 
come intent on the correction of an 
evil and forget the principles of 
their government, they set up per- 
sonal and arbitrary authority in 
place of lawful procedure and then 
give it the sanction of random ma- 
jorities.

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RECREATION BUILDING 
FOR BLIND PLANNED 


Dr. Meyer Wiener Announces 
Move to Acquire 3844 Olive 
St. Premises for Purpose. 


Plans for acquisition of a two- 
story brick building at 3844 Olive 
street for use as a public and rec- 
reation center for the blind were 
announced yesterday by Dr. Meyer 
Wiener, professor of clinical 


ophthalmology at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The building, to be known as the 
Henry L. Wolfner Memorial Li- 
brary for the Blind, will be ac- 
quired by a corporation headed by 
Dr. Wiener and turned over to the 
St. Louis Public Library Board. Dr. 
Wolfner, former president of the 
St. Louis Board of Education and 
widely known for his work as pro- 
fessor of clinical ophthalmology at 
Washington University, died two 
years ago. 

The corporation has raised $3000 
in subscriptions and $1000 has been 
paid as earnest money on the pur- 
chase of the building, formerly 
used by the owner, the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co., for its Lin- 
dell exchange. The building, car- 
ried at $130,000 on the company 
books, will be sold for $40,000. It 
now is rented to the W P A. 

Dr. Wiener, who has retired from 
active practice, will devote his time 
to the campaign for funds, assisted 
by Henry H. Stern, an attorney 
with offices in the Ambassador 
Building, secretary-treasurer of the 
corporation, 

The basement and first floor of 
the building, which has a total of 
17,000 square feet, will be used for 
storage of Braille volumes, now 
crowded in a basement room of the 
Central Public Library. Large stor- 
age space is required, since the 
ordinary book, copied in the system 
of raised dots for reading by the 
blind, requires about 17 large vol- 
umes. The books are circulated, 
postage free, through several near- 
by states by the St. Louis Public 
Library. 

The second floor, with an audi- 
torium 82 by 45 feet, will be used 
as a recreational center for the 
1600 blind in St. Louis, providing a 
central meeting place. A narrow 
raised section will be placed along 
the inside of the sidewalk to guide 
patrons skilled in the use of a cane 
tip as a substitute for sight. 

As soon as the building is ac- 
quired and equipped, it will be deed- 
ed to the city, the Public Library 
Board having agreed to maintain 
it. The corporation then will be dis- 
solved. 

Others sponsoring the undertak- 
ing are Martin J. Collins, president 
of the Graham Paper Co.; Richard 
S. Hawes, vice-president of the 
First National Bank; David P. 
Wohl, head of the Wohl Shoe Co.; 
Dr.' Henry J. Gerling, Superinten- 
dent of Instruction of the St. Louis 
Public Schools, and Edward F. En- 
dicott, librarian for the blind at the 
Public Library.

WINS DRAMA CONTEST 


St. Louis Little Theater Award 
Given for Her Comedy, 
“The Young Flizabeth.” 


The Play-Reading Committee of 
the St. Louis Little Theater an- 
nounced today that the winner of 
the association’s annual contest for 
playwrights is Princess Amelie 
Rives Troubetzkoy of Albemarle 
County, Virginia. Her play is a 
four-act comedy entitied “The 
Young Elizabeth,” and deals with 
the years immediately following 
Queen Elizabeth’s accession to the 
English throne and her legendary 
romance with the Earl of Leicester.

OUR partner was right. It was all 
Y very well for you to decide that 

the opponent could control the 
opening lead and then run off 
something like a seven card dia- 
mond suit, but in making such a de- 
cision you were, in effect, calling 
your own partner a nitwit. He had 
taken positive action over the two 
no trump bid, action that flatly 
stated he did not fear two no 
trump. Why should you be the 
“smart” player of your team? 
Couldn’t partner size up the bid- 
ding, also, and if he thought there 
was any chance of the catastrophe 
you mentioned, either go on with 
his own bidding or pass for your 
decision? [I agree with your part- 
ner that your takeout actually 
showed not what was in your mind 
but a very weak hand, a hand so 
weak that you could not co-operate 
in the defense of two no trump.

AKING rules or laws for hu- 
man conduct is a very danger- 
ous thing. I have a distinct 
dread of going beyond the Ten 
Commandments. Somehow I feel 
safe about them. They came down 
from the Mountain in the voice of 
God, and for many centuries peo- 
ple have found them to be just 
and right in their control of life’s 
varied activities, spiritual and tem- 
poral alike. 


When parents and teachers try 
to make rules they are certain to 
discover that they have woven a 
net for themselves. There are no 
two children alike, consequently no 
two performmnces can be alike or 
take place under like conditions.

HOOSING a suit is the least of 
the worries of the bathing beau- 
ty of 1937 because it is not the 
suit that makes for fashion honors 
on the beach or at the pool] but the 
knickknacks that go with it. 


After deciding whether to be a 
practical mermaid in one of those 
fitted wool models devoid of frou, 
or to be a frivolous sun basker in 
a gaily printed costume there is 
the question of accessories. And 
accessories this season mean not 
only shoes and cap ‘but bag, ‘ker- 
chief, visor, rug, sunburn oil, wrap, 
jewelry, a deck of waterproof cards 
for beach solitaire or bridge, a 
bright parasol and perhaps a silly 
looking water animal for atmos- 
phere.

W search in the subject of con- 

stipation, in which different 
kinds of food products were isolat- 
ed and studied on patients as to 
their effect on sluggish bowels. 
Only one kind of food was given at 
a time, so that the results were 
not contaminated by mixed factors. 

Today we want to consider the 
subject of roughage. Roughage is 
the indigestible part of food which 
gives the food residue bulk in the 
large intestine and stimulates the 
bowel to activity. -Any part of the 
food that does not digest and does 
not suffer bacterial decomposition, 
or whose products are unabsorbed, 
contributes to the residue in the 
lower bowel. Some of these resi- 
dues are bland and mechanically 
unirritating, while some are  be- 
lieved to act as mechanical irri- 
tants and are called roughage. 

Of the bland residues, it is sur- 
prising to find that eggs, especially 
raw eggs, milk, cheese, white bread, 
macaroni, potatoes and branless 
cereals, furnish a good part. 

The question of what is roughage 
is somewhat debatable. Fiber and 
cellulose are usually considered to 
be roughage, but cellulose is really 
as bland as any insoluble substance 
could be. 

The foods which furnish rough- 
age residues as distinguished from 
the bland residues are bran-contain- 
ing cereals, whole wheat bread, 
fruits and vegetables, particularly 
raw fruits, and salads and relishes. 
The structures that constitute the 
roughage of vegetable foods are (1) 
those held together by fibrous cells 
and the wood and fibers of stems, 
roots, the ribs of leaves, and the in- 
teriors of fruits; (2) those protected 
by the cutin or cork tissue in the 
structures of roots, stems, leaves 
and fruits; (3) seeds. Owing toa 
mucilaginous layer in the _ coats, 
some hard seeds become soft in the 
digestive canal or on cooking. 

The constipated person requires 
more than the normal amount of 
roughage for distention. This is 
because he destroys more roughage 
them the normal person. Cowgill 
ard Anderson estimate that the av- 
erage person requires 50 parts of 
roughage, while the constipated in- 
dividual requires, comparatively, 90 
parts of roughage per pound of 
body weight. There is a type of 
constipation, however, in which the 
digestive canal is so sensitive that 
the patient cannot take roughage 
in any form.
